According to these opinions he favored the projected 
wmiifiestion of the PSLI with the Ronita and Ignagio Silene sroups because tais 
unification would contribute to the disintegration of the PSI and would, as a 
result, rob the PCI of sa useful ally. These sane PSLI sowrces believe that 
Valletta gave Romita the money in good faith with this aim in mind. They fure 
ther believe that the money was given to Romita rather than to the PSLI because 
Renita approached him first end managed to convince hin.

Le In PSLI circles 1t is genorally believed that Ronita's plan was to canture the 
unification congress by building up the strength of his deleration and winniag 
the sunnport of the centrists and leftists of the PSLI. He hoped thus te elini- 
nate the PSLI and, ®s a consequence, wreck the PSI with an increased nuriber of 
defections which vould be absorbed by the new movenent. Romita vould thua be- 
come the Leader of the nev Socialist Party. PSLI leaders do not believe, at 
lesst at the present, that ho has been ecting as a PCI-PSi provocateur. 
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
